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I told Shanlclin that he is to hold Wade at arm's length ; that 
he is not to give any advice or counsel and that, while we want to 
cooperate to the extent it is legally desirable, so that we cannot be 
charged with lack of cooperation in connection with the Huby matter, 
the Dallas office should bo very circumspect in its dealings with Wade 
1 further pointed out to Shanklln that thi6 information does not 
parallel the information which Wade furnished him (Shanklln) the other 
night about his appearance before the Commission. 

Shanklln stated the Dallas office will follow Bureau instruc- 
tions closely in this matter. 
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
